Continuation of 13. Other: Even if the amendment was entered, it is noted that the remarks would not be sufficient to overcome the 1 12 
rejection of record. The remarks state that "it would be commonly understood by one skilled in the art that a browser can be used to 
detect a change in root level domains between a first and former request for content." However, the claims do not convey that a browser 
is doing the detecting, but some other proxy or serving device. Such a statement made by the applicant would be sufficient to overcome 
the 1 12 if the statement was directly related to the claim language. In addition to making such a statement, it is suggested that the 
applicant also describe how the detecting of a change in root level domains is incorporated into the process set forth in the specification 
by pointing to different areas of the specification and discussing the detecting step in relation to these portions, as was suggested in the 
telephone interview on 5/24/2007.
